On Friday, June 8th, 2007, over 
40 community members of San Jose 
gathered together in an extremely 
emotional candlelight vigil for Steve 
Salinas in the courtyard of 70 West 
Hedding St., in San Jose. The vigil 
also included a protest involving 
the eldest daughter of Steve Salinas, 
Noreen Salinas. 

On May 25th, 2007, Steve 
Salinas, of Native-American Indian 
descent and his girlfriend, were 
checked into the Vagabond Inn in 
Downtown San Jose. 

The Supervisor of the Inn had 
received complaints of noise, and 
as a result, phoned in a complaint 
to the San Jose Police Department. 
At the time of the arrival of SJPD, 
Mr. Salinas was emerging from 
the shower, was detained, and was

“Day of the Dead A Passion 
for Life,” is a 200 page book 
filled with never before seen im- 
ages and text that illustrates the 
unique characteristics and inter- 
pretations of the Day of the Dead 
celebration in these indigenous 
communities of Michoacan. 

“Lavishly illustrated with 
full-color photography on prac- 
tically every other page, Day of 
the Dead explains Andrade’s dis- 
coveries about the uniqueness of 
each region’s expression of love 
of the departed in plain terms for 
lay readers. A beautiful holiday 
tribute ideal for public library and 
reference shelves, or for ordinary 
readers to savor simply paging 
through,” reads a Midwest book 
review. 

Being the first of its kind, 
“Day of the Dead A Passion for 
Life,” focuses on the P’urhepecha 
people that live in these four 
regions of the state of Michoa- 
can: They are the Lake Area, 
P’urhepecha Plateau, Cañada 
of the Eleven Towns and the 
Cienega. 

In this book, the author 
takes the reader for a ride deep 
into their traditions, explicitly 
documenting the differences 
and similarities of how these 
indigenous communities honor 
the lives“and memories of their 
ancestors during the celebration 
of Day of the Dead. 

Mrs. Andrade has devoted 
her life to the research of Day 
of the Dead. Her passion knows 
no boundaries. She’s recognized 
as an international authority on

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Elder abuse calls up 25 percent 


County Director represents United States at Global Symposium on Elder Abuse 


San Jose, CA — On June 
14 and 15, experts from around 
the world will gather in Geneva, 
Switzerland to discuss the alarm- 
ing increase in the number of elder 
abuse cases that are being reported 
in virtually every country, includ- 
ing the United States. Santa Clara 
County Director of Aging and 
Adult Services, Betty Malks, will 
be taking time off, and traveling at 
her own expense, to address partici- 
pants, leading a panel discussion of 
global trends and the impact that 
immigration has on this trend. 

According to Malks, “Financial 
abuse of seniors has emetged as one 
of the most prevalent forms of elder 
abuse that is on the rise worldwide. 
This type of abuse is particularly 
devastating for victims, and their 
families, especially when a senior 
loses their life savings and other 
means of support. 

Individuals who have been 
financially abused have a three times 
higher mortality rate than those who 
have not.” The symposium, pre- 
sented by the International Network 
for the Prevention of Elder Abuse, 
and the UN NGO Committee on 
Aging, takes place on the occasion 
of the Second Annual World Elder 
Abuse Awareness Day. 

Locally, efforts are being made 
to educate the community about the 
growing problem of elder abuse. 
California is home to the largest se- 
nior population (3.7 million) in the 
United States; and seniors over 60 
years of age will double by 2020. 

* This boom in the senior popula- 
tion has had a dramatic impact on 
Santa Clara County’s Adult Protec- 
tive Services (APS) program, which 
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DAAS Director, Betty Malks an advo- 
cate for Elder/Senior rights. 


currently lacks the resources and 
staff to keep up with the increased 
demand. “Santa Clara County is on 
the forefront of efforts to reverse 
this trend of abuse,” said Supervisor 
Ken Yeager, Chair of the Children, 
Seniors, and Families Committee. 

“We need to continue to invest 
in programs, such as our County's 
Financial Abuse Specialist Team, 
which brings together profession- 
als from law enforcement, social 
services, District Attorney, and 
other community agencies to in- 
tervene quickly in cases of abuse.” 
The FAST team has been highly 
successful in preventing the loss 
and recovering assets of more than 
$150 million. 

In addition to the work that 
is being done to prevent financial 
abuse, Santa Clara County APS pro- 
vides 24 hour emergency response

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to all calls for assistance, seven 
days a week. The county receives 
an average of 2,600 reports of elder 
abuse and neglect per year. “We 
are working hard to respond to the 
increased number of calls for help in 
Santa Clara County,” declares APS 
Program Manager, Jamie Buckmas- 
ter, “This has been very challenging; 
we do not have sufficient staff to 
provide an immediate response to 
all the seniors who are at risk. 

Without additional resources, 
our response time increases and 
seniors are suffering as a result.” 
In recent years, due to the lack of 
resources, county APS staff has had 
to focus on the most extreme cases 
of abuse, and close cases quickly to 
move on to the next call for help. 

The county is making efforts 
to promote public awareness and 
involvement to reduce this type of 
crime, training mandated report- 
ers, including clergy and financial 
institutions, to identify the signs 
of abuse and call APS for follow 
up. At the state level, Legislative 
members have responded to the 
growing crisis, and are considering 
proposals to increase funding for 
this vital program. 

It is unknown whether the 
Governor will approve a funding 
increase this year, in light of the 
state’s projected budget deficit, 
however, the experts agree, fund- 
ing is critical to protect seniors and 
prevent future abuse.

Emmanuel Eric and Samina 
Faheem are both from Pakistan, 
but their stories of immigration are 
vastly different. 

Samina came as a student bride 
and became a single mother, raised 
three children, and managed to 
start a successful preschool in Palo 
Alto as well as the social justice 
organization American Muslim 
Voice dedicated towards building a 
peaceful community. 

Emmanuel is married to a Sal- 
vadoran immigrant. The eldest of 
their five children is now in college. 


He has worked two jobs for more 
than twenty years in order to buy 
a modest home, raise his family, as 
well as sponsor his brother’s family 
to San Francisco. 

“I know the sacrifices we 
have made are no more than those 
so many American parents have 
made,” he said. “Those sacrifices 
are the foundation of this country’s 
greatness.” 

“In the end, immigrant or 
American-born, we all have the 
same hopes, dreams and aspira- 
tions,” says Mexican-born Salvador 
Bustamante, one of the organizers 
who is joining the ‘dreamers’ on the 
trip to visit Congress with represen- 
tative stories of struggle, hard work, 
and the hope of a better future. 

They are all gambling that 
hearing about it first hand might 
make a difference in the debate.<>

California labor leaders, legis- 
lators, the insured and the uninsured 
are putting forth a call to arms 
encouraging voters to stand up and 
make their voices heard on the pro- 
posed universal healthcare issue. 

Who will pay for universal 
health care in California and how 
important is the community’s in- 
volvement in moving this issue 


forward? These and more questions 
were posed on Tuesday at a Town 
Hall focusing on The Health Care 
Crisis: Legislation, Politics, and the 
Impact on the Latino Community 
which took place at the Mexican 
Heritage Plaza and was organized 
by the National Association of 
Hispanic Journalists, converging 
in San Jose this week for their 25th 
anniversary convention. 

The Town Hall began with 
a panel discussion, moderated by 
Vintage Foster of the Business 
Journal, between Lupe Alonzo, 
Executive director of the Latino 
Coalition for a Healthy California, 
Kim Roberts Executive Director of 
Valley Medical Center & Hospital 
System, Kathleen Collins represent- 
ing congresswoman Zoé Lofgren, 
and Sylvia Ruiz Political Director 
for SEIU local 1877 janitors and 
service workers union. 

Foster opened the discussion 
by exposing Santa Clara County’s 
own proposed budget cuts which 
are directly targeting human and 
health services. These cuts threaten 
to close 4 clinics throughout the 
county as well as shutting the door 
on 8,000 Santa Clara County clients. 
Although this county is diverse the 
people that will be affected most 
by these proposed cuts are people 
of color. 

In response to the question of 
who should pay for the proposed 
healthcare SEIU political director 
Sylvia Ruiz said, “It is a common 
good. Members of society need to

pay. We should all shoulder the 
responsibility.” 

California’s legislators have 
taken steps towards being able to 
provide universal health care to 
its residents.The recent passage of 
SB 840 in the state senate seeks to 
implement an entirely new system 
for all of California’s residents. 
In addition SB 48 and AB 8 both 
passed and have been added to the 
arsenal to reform California’s health 
care system. 

Still these bills are going to 
face one of their toughest oppo- 
nents, Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
formerly known as “the terminator”, 
who last year vetoed a bill similar 
to SB840 and has put forth his own 
plan, although not in the form of 
legislation, that aims to expand 
coverage to 6.5 million uninsured 
residents. 

This is why community par- 
ticipation is necessary Collins said, 
“Groups need to share their ideas 
about the future of healthcare with 
their state, federal, and local rep- 
resentatives. Everyone's ideas are 
important.” 

Debates about universal health 
care coverage and the demand of 
“Health Care for All” will be heard 
throughout the state of California 
this summer.

One of the initial decisions a 
new owner faces when starting a 
business is choosing the most ad- 
vantageous business form for tax 
and legal purposes. This is com- 
monly referred to as the choice of 
entity decision. For these aspiring 
entrepreneurs. some of the en- 
tity options available include a sole 
proprietorship, a partnership, an S 
Corporation, and a C Corporation. 
In this article, we will discuss some 
of the advantages and disadvantages 
of operating as a C Corporation. 

Where possible, business own- 
ers will want to protect their per- 
sonal assets from the legal liabilities 
incurred by their business. A major 
advantage of operating as a corpo- 
ration is the limited liability of the 
shareholders and of the business 
itself. Because a corporation is a le- 
gal entity separate and apart from its 
shareholders (owners), its creditors 
and claimants generally cannot gain 
access to shareholders” personal 
assets to satisfy legal liabilities 
resulting from lawsuits filed by cus- 
tomers and contract lawsuits filed by 
suppliers. However, incorporating 
a professional practice (such as a 
veterinarian) usually will not protect 
the professional's personal assets 
from legal liabilities related to his 
or her own professional malpractice. 
Nevertheless, it is still advisable to 
set up a liability-limiting entity to 
protect the professional's personal 
assets from business-related li- 
abilities, such as those caused by 
employees. 

An advantage of operating as 
a C Corporation is the potential to 
minimize federal employment taxes. 
For example, taking a salary of 
$50,000 from a C corporation with 
$100,000 in net income will result 
in $7,650 ($50,000 x 15.3%) of em- 
ployment taxes being paid. Contrast 
that with the $14,130 ($100,000 x 
9235 x 15.3%) in self-employment 
tax for an individually owned sole 
proprietorship (often referred to as 
a Schedule C business) with a net 
income of $100,000. (The Schedule 
C business owner would owe a large 
self-employment tax bill whether or 
not he or she withdraws any cash 
from the business.) 

Unfortunately, for federal in- 
come tax purposes, C Corporations 
are potentially subject to a form of 
double taxation because the corpo- 
ration pays tax on its income and its 
shareholders pay income tax on the 
dividends they receive. However, in 
certain circumstances, this double 
taxation can actually be less costly 
than single taxation, due to the cur- 
rent 15% maximum federal income 
tax rate on qualifying dividends. 

When the threat of double 
taxation is a problem, the gradu- 
ated federal income tax rates for C 


Corporations can often minimize 
or eliminate the negative effects. 
Here’s how. Individuals reach a 
tax rate of 35% when their taxable 
income exceeds $336,550 (for 
2006). 

C Corporations do not reach the 
35% tax bracket until their taxable 
income exceeds $10 million. There- 
fore, leaving some income inside the 
C Corporation can minimize the tax 
hit thanks to the favorable graduated 
corporate rates. A strategy of split-

ting income with a corporation and 
its shareholders can be quite effec- 
tive under today’s federal income 
tax rate structure. 

A distinct disadvantage of 
operating as a C Corporation is 
the threat of two penalty taxes: (1) 
the accumulated earnings tax and 
(2) the personal holding company 
tax. The accumulated earnings tax 
comes into play when a corporation 
accumulates excessive earnings 
without a business purpose or po- 


tential use and does not pay divi- 
dends (theoretically avoiding the 
double taxation mentioned above). 
The personal holding company tax 
comes into play if the corporation 
has too much passive or portfolio 
income (such as interest, dividends, 
and rents). However, with sufficient 
notice and planning, a tax profes- 
sional can help the owner minimize 
or eliminate these two penalty taxes.

Unique to the city of San Jose and as 
far reaching as the entire globe, Fugitive 
Watch, is a program that has had a lot of 
success. Composed of a print publication, 
a website, and a T.V. show, Fugitive Watch 
is one of the only media outlets where the 
people featured are not thrilled about the 
exposure because they are criminals who 
have been evading the law. 

Steve Ferdin and his partner Scott Cas- 
truita founded Fugitive Watch 14 years ago 
as a result of realizing what Ferdin calls “a 
lot of cracks in the system that would allow 
fugitives to get away.” 

One incident in particular, while Ferdin 
served as a San Jose police officer, inspired 
him to launch the popular program. Ferdin 
was looking for a fugitive who committed 
the serious crime of shooting a police of- 
ficer. The fugitive seemed to always be one 
step ahead of the investigation. As a last 
resort, Ferdin approached the local news 
station asking if they could air the fugitive’s 
picture on the 11 o’clock news. The news 
station aired the picture and Ferdin was able 
to locate the suspect. After that-he said, “We 
should try this on a more regular basis.” 

Since then people:in the Bay Area and 
around the world have tuned ‘in, logged on 
or picked up the paper to see if they can be 
involved in the apprehension and arrest of a 
criminal-at-large. This form of community 
awareness and involvement allows officers 
to avoid a chance encounter, when an officer 
unexpectedly runs into a fugitive through a 


routine stop, which can be a very dangerous 
situation. Ferdin says, “Fugitives like to 
hide’in the dark and what Fugitive Watch 
does is it lights up the dark showing them 
[the criminals] that they can’t hide.” 

Although similar to the Wanted posters 
from the “wild-west”, Fugitive Watch has 
never paid a reward. The genuine acts of 
good samaritains have been given freely 
without expecting monetary compensation. 
Ferdin says, “We’ ve given law enforcement 
1000’s of sets of eyes out there looking for 
fugitives. Having never cost the taxpayers 
any money, it is a service that is completely 
free to law enforcement. It is a gift to law 
enforcement.” 

Through Fugitive Watch novice detec- 
tives can remain undercover while sitting 
in the privacy of their homes watching 
the T.V. show, reading the newspaper or 
browsing the website for wanted criminals. 
In addition La Oferta will be working in 
conjunction with Fugitive Watch featuring 
known fugitives and unsolved crime stories 
once a month. 

According to Ferdin, federal, state, 
and local law enforcement have credited 
Fugitive Watch with the capture of 995 
dangerous fugitives all over the world. 
A hotline is provided where people can 
remain anonymous if they so choose and 
dial 1-800-9-caught (1-800-922-8448) to 
report a sighting or the future whereabouts 
of a criminal whose time running from the
